Having thus defined, I now come to diſtinguiſh meditation _ ,_ 
from ſome things which looks very like it : There are ſome 
duties which have a great reſemblance, and yet differ from 
meditation; thoſe duties and meditation they are like ſi- 
milar complexions, there is necd of a familiarity to diftin- 
guith between them: 

-Solemn- Meditation ( the duty we treat of ) differs from 
oerafignal'; as if one heard the clock firike, he preſently ** 
may think with himſelf, what thought have I had of God 
this hour; Iam one hour nearer the Grave, and it lies in 
Gods bofome whether I ſhall 1ive another hour 3 ſuch occa-

The violation of the Sabbath by looſe and vitious praftices, 
is reckoned among the moſt borrid impieties ; Sins as well as 
ſinners are known by their company. Every vain word is 
not put into the chapter of treaſons ; But Sabbath propha- 
ation is one of the foxleſt deeds of the fleſh, one of the black: 
eſt clouds which darkens the Su of Righteorſnefi, This lin 
is ſometimes coupled with a contempt of divine judgements, 
Ezeh. 20. 13. which is a manitcſt piece of rebellious Atheiſm. 
Sometimes this fin is reckoned with open Idolatry, Ezeh, 20. 
16. which is mans forgetfulnels, not only of bis Religion, 
but his Reaſox. SWetimes Sabbath-prophanation is aſſo- 
ciated with diſobedience and obſtinate rebellion, Exzeh, 20. 21. 
which isa raiſing of Armes againſt heaven, and to dra a- 
gainſt the incomprehenſible Jehovah. Sometimes this lin

It is the obſervation of an inge- 
auous perſon, That he hath heard many malefaGors at their 
execution, bitterly bewail their prophanation- of the Lords 
day, and humbly acknowledge that fin was the leading cauſe 
of all enſuing miſchicts and miſeries : At the Gallows, their 
Conſcience hath pointed at the very ſia which had been the 
chief aCtor in *their wofwull tragedy : When Satan hath pre- 
vailed with usto wzolate Gods holy day, he hath got his head 
in, and he will catily draw in his whole body. Prophanation 
of the Sabbath is the gates of Hell,the foundation npon which 
all other fins are ereed. Indeed the carefull obſervation of 
this day 1s a chain upon the ſoul, and ties it xp from fintull 
vagarics 3 it caſts a# awe upon the heart, that it cannot pre+ 
ſently /tartle 5 but when the charn 4s filed off, there is 0.exd 
of liccntious ranges 3 'as Cattle when they arc got out of the 
pound, they.run into every ones field : This fin of Sabbath- 
breaking it is like a Serpent, whoſe ſting is in 7ts.tail.

And what judgments God brought upon them 
in thoſe dayes, how he did ſcatter them, unchurch them, 
unpeople them, and leave them to be a vagabortd Generation 
to all fucceſlive ages, who knows not, is a- great ſtranger to 
Antiquity, It would hlla Volume to relate the ſeveral 
flaughters of them, and their exiles trom Nations, France, 
Spain, England, and other places 3 ſo that cvcu at this day 
their mak is their belt ſecurity, and their veil is their oxly 
Jafety.

Not by Eccleſiaſtical Authority : And Mr. Perkins gives 
us the reaſon, The Church, ſaith he, hath no power to ordain 
a Sabbath, or to change the preſent $ebbath into ay other day 
in the week, us to Tueſday, Wedneſday, &c. for time. is the 
Lords, and the diſpoſing thereof in his hands ;, therefore Chriſt 
faith to by Diſciples, it is not for you to know the times and 
the ſeaſons, which the Father hath kept in bis own bands : 
Now if God hath the diſpoſing of times u# his hands,then it be- 
longeth aot to the Church to diſpoſe them: And it may be hence 
gathered, if that which is leſs belong not to the Church , then 
that which is more doth not : But the knowledge of times an4 
ſeaſons, whichGod bath in his power belongs mt tothe Church, 
much leſi the diſpoſing of times axd ſeaſons, T may add,and tar 
tes the appointing of 4 wee>!y Sa5bath.And thus the Reve- 
rend and worthy Pe: & 7: And indeed to ſublimate Church 
Authority ſo far, what :5 it, but to put min into Gods 
chair? And to mike him King of the Church, and fo take 
the Scepter out of Chrifts. hand? It 1s a worthy ſaying of 
Biſhop Lake, The Church hath recerved the Lords day (nt 
ordained it )not to be liberz obſcrvationis, of free obſervation, 
as if man might at pleaſure accept or refuſe it , but it is to be 
perpetually obſerved to the worls end : For as God only bath 
power to apportion bis time, ſo he only hath poxyer to ſet out

24. This is the day which the Lord hath made, the whole 
ſtream of Interpreters expounding this text of the Lords 
day : So then the day is of the Lords making, and not of 
mans making, and moreover, there can be no cauſe wby 
man ſhould dehire ſuch a liberty ; for it is much to be feared, 
if there were twenty dayes in the weak, there would be twen- 
ty differences z every oxe, every Church at leaſt would 
chooſe its own day, and admire the iflue of ;ts own inſtitu- 
tion. What jars and digladiations would this bring into 
the Church of Chriſt ? how would this tear Chriſts ſeam- 
leſs coat in pieces? The diſſentions between the Eaſtern 
and the Weſtern Churches aboutthe obſervation of Eafter 
day are not forgotten, when V:&or,Biſhop of Rome, was rea= 
dy to draw the Sword of Excommunication. . Indeed the 
appointing of a day for weekly worſhip and divine communi- 
on, is a task too great for weak and unſtable Man, and can be 
oxuly the \xgum of an i#fallible ſpirit : As Dr. Twiſſe happily 
and clolcly argues, Chrift calls himſelf Lord of the Sabbath; 
and as be conſtituted it, ſo none but he can abrogate it, and 


: Place another in the room of it. Andin the Apoſtles dayes, the 
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firſt day of the week, was ſet apart for the Chriſtians Sabe. 
bath, which, could not be but by the joynt conſent of the 4- 
poſtles, 
And how ſtrange is it, that the Church for 1500 years 
ſhould never offer to alter it, no not in the leaft, if fo be ſuch 
— ,POWET; 
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we ſee, may be the womb of irreparable miſchiets. -Is it 
not then far more rational and convictive for the prevention 
of thoſe rhiſerable diſorders, to take the Sabbath ax marked 
out by God himſelf, the inſtitution of Chriſt by bis Apoſtles, 
which 15 now the firſt day of the week, a day founded and 
bottomed on Chriſts glorious Refurrection ? And thus the 
Church of Chriſt, his /ittle, but precious flock, may keep the 
Unity of the ſpirit in the bond of Peace : No doubt then, the 
Lords day is of Divine, not Eccleſiaſtical Authority, other- , 
wiſe mens ſpirits would never have been fo over-awed, and 
their hands tied from preſumptuvus undertakings. The 
truth is,our Chriſtian Sabbath muſt be built upon the founda- 
tion of the Prophets and Apoſtles, Jeſus Chriſt ( by bis Re- 


; ſarrettion ) being the chief corner ftone : And becauſe no- 


thing can fall out in. the world comparable tothe Reſurredi- 
on of Chriſt in glory and power z theretorc #2 day can be. ſet 
#p like unto this, neither cax it be changed into any other. 
The like cauſe cax never be offered to change this day, which 
at firſt occaſioned the choice of it 3 and therefore it muſt 
remain untill the exd of all things. And they who ever 
they be who go about to raze this day, mult firſt pick out 
Chriſfts mark, which he hath wrought into it by the work of 
Redemption, and ſo blot out the teſtimony of the four E- 
vangclitts concerning Chrifts Reſurrection on the firſt 
day of the week, the happy Baſis of our Sabbath.

thy man, ſpeaking of the glory of his Maſter Jeſus Chriſt, 
produces this eminent argument for it, (viz.) He appoints a 
weekly Sabbath for all the world to obſerye and celebrate. 
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Nor was this detirine only authentical, and approved in the 
primitive times of the Church, but in the latter dayes of Re- 
tormation, ſome of our choiſeſt Divincs, have with mach 
delight and reſolution embraced and publiſhed this truth. 
Learncd 7 ins, one of that couple who made the Old Te- 
ſtament ſpeak, Latine, and fo brought the Scriptures, ſome- 
thing wearer to the worlds underftanding 3 he ſolemnly pro- 
fſſeth, That the old Sabbath is changed igto the Lords day 
ix the Chriſtian Church upon the account of Chriſts reſurre- 
dion, and that the Author of this ehange is not humane tr a- 
dition, but Chriſts own obſervation and appointment. And 
Piſcator, a man eminent in the Church of Chrift roundly 
allerts, That thouzh there be no expreſs command for the Lords 
day in the Scriptures, yet the fats of Chriſt and bis Apoſtles 
on that day, do undoubiedly declare its Divine Original and 
inſtitution, But not to ſurtet the Reader with too great a 
concourle of teſtimonies concurrent in this opinion,there arc

In the former times of ſhadows and dark- 
ne(s, the Lords people obſerved a weekly Sabbath; then ſure- 
ly we ſhould be ungrateful, and negligent of our own falva- 
tion , it we ſhould fll ſhort of the tame obſervation, nay, if 
we ſhould not keep ozr Sabbath with greater exaGneſs, and 
more accrrate devotion. Golden talents call for quicker tra-= 
ding, and greater priviledges {ſummon us tg a more /tri& obc- 
dicnce. ' 

And indeed to come cloſer to our purpoſe ; what can lie 
por the Fews as an argument tor the fanctihcation of the 
Sabbath, which doth not reach us ? 

Had they ſix daycs granted for their owraffairs to la- 
bour and work in, andis it not ſo with us, are not we in- 
dulged with the ſame bounty? have not we an equal lati- 
tude with them tor the gain and acquelt of theſe outward 
things ? 

And ours is the Lords day, as well as theirs , nay, their 
weekly feltival was called Sabbath from its manner of ob- 
ſervation, ours the Lords day from its Divine Author. 

Gods example is as ſtrong to move ws as them; our Father 
15 our pattern, and his preceding practice doth tie us as fors 
civly to imitation, as it can do them. 

The blefling of God depends upon ox- right obſervation 
of our Sabbath, as w<ll as it did pox their faithful diſcharge 
of Sabbath-dutics, and holineſs obtains the birth right in 
both : And therefore what can be ſuggeſted to oblige them, 
which doth not exzage ws © One of the Fathers paſſionately

Toall which may be added, that the Fews 
belides their weekly Sabbath, they had the Paſſeover, the 
Feaſt of Pextecyſt, the Fealt of Trumpets, the Fealt of Taber- 
aacles, the day of Attouement, which was the tenth day of 
the ſeventh Moneth 3 and theſe were all called Sabbaths, 
Levi, 23. 24, 32, 36. And (ome of theſe Featts and Solem- 
nities were celebrated divers days together. 

Now it 1s #ot ſo with us under the Goſpel, the Apoſtle 
hath eaſed us at once of all theſe legal Feſtiyals, 2 Col. 16, 
Let #0 man condemn you in reſpet of an holy day, or of the new 
Moon, or of the Sabbath days, viz.

Hearts ſteeped in holy Ordinances will not ſoon loſe their 
perfume. It is very true, our flight deportment in Ordi- 
nances makes them ſ#perficial, and ſo toon ſhde off; and 
they who paſs over the Sabbath /oofly, will ſpend the week 
profligately ; they who ſpend it formally, will ſpend the 
week vainly : But a ſerious compoſure of {pirit on Gods holy 
day, will blow off the froth oft the enſuing week.
